Tho  housing  problem  is  still  a 
very  serious  matter,  A largo  percentage  of  tho  existing 
houses,  particularly  in  the  Gofn  Coed  area,  arc  occupied  by 
moro  than  one  family,  and  there  r^rc  a.  la..rgo  number  of  sub- 
standax’d  houses  vtiich  sliould  bo  considered  for  demolition 
actinn  vhen  conditions  pcimit. 


lie  Council  is  energetically 
pressing  on  "vh-th  tho  building  of  nov/  houses;  tlic  chief 
difficultios  being  tho  shortage  of  skilled  labour  and- 
bixilding  ma.t oriels,  T2'ic  number  of  postr-wa-r  houses  erected 

in  tlxG  a.roa  to  tho  end  of  1951  is  312,  of  those,  34  wore 
erected  daring  1951,  The  number  under  consbxuction  at  the 
end  of  the  year  being  65, 


Dio  fa-ctorics  and  coal-mines  of 
tiic  a-d-joining  County  of  Glrmiorgan  absorb  the  nr.Jority  of  our 
work-people,  but  a.  number  arc  employed  in  fa.ctoi’ies  or  v.^ork- 
plauccs  within  tlic  bouu.darios  of  this  Rura-l  District,  The 
work- people  in  tho  moro  agx'icultural  part  of  tlio  District 
a.rc  mainly  employod  in  farming,  forestry  or  quarrying„ 
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The  health  of  'the  District 

during  the  year  has,  on  the  t/±lo1o,  been  good„  No  out- 
breaks of  food- poisoning  have  boon  notified  and  there  has 
also  boon  an  absence  of  any  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases.  The  majority  of  deat^is  during  the  year  vroro  again 
in  the  hi^or  ago  groups. 


The  incidence  of  Pulmona.ry 

Tuberculosis  has  been  loxr  and  infect-ious  cases  have  boon 
promptly  isolated  by  the  Qiost  Hiysici-ns  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Ifospitaa  Board,  chiefly  at  Cimla  and  Pontsa.rn 
Sanitoria,

TQPOGIvAPHY. 

Ihc  Rural  District  comprises  tlio  throe  Iterishes  of  Vaynor, 
Penderyn  and  Ystradfsllte , in  the  County  of  Brecon.,  "die 
lirisli  of  Ystradf ell-te , which  had  been  administci'ed  by  the 
Nea-th  Rural  District  Council,  vais  added  to  tliis  Rurd  Distri-ct 
by  a Review  Order  of  April  1st,  1934, 
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Ihe  tlireo  Parishos  comprisod  in  this  Rural  District 
aro  of  consldorablG  o^rbont.  The  t<3.tnl  area  bomg  33,271 
acres,  or  over  61  square  miles  "with  an  average  length  of 
8 miles  md  a Y>ridth  of  about  12  miles.  They  arc  situated 
on  the  Soutliom  Boundary  of  the  County  of  Erecoii,  and  adjoin 
the  districts  of  Neath,  Abcrdarc  and  Merthyr  Tydfil,  in  the 
County  of  GLnmorgan.,  They  fom  four  valleys  in  the  footJiills 
cf  the  Souiii  escarpment  of  the  Brecknockshire  Beacons,  v/ith 
hi^  table-lands  betyroeno 


THE  PARISH  OF  V.^YNOR  eoaprisDS  valleys  running 
northwa-rds  two  spurs  of  the  Brocicnock  Beacons,  and  the  PARISH 
OP  SINDERYN  consists  of  hi^  table-land  adjoining  and  emerging 
tov/ards  tlio  some  mountrdnous  area,  Tlicsc  Rurr-1  Parishes  are 
only  sopa.ratod  by  tiao  narrow  streams  alrordy  mentioned  from 
the  Cbunty  of  Glamorgan,  and  the  important  pcpuloiis  Urban 
Districts  of  Abordare  and  Merthyr  Tydfil  on  tlic  South*,  The 
parish  op  YSTRADEELLTE  presents  similar  phy^cal  fc-aturcs 
extending  from  tho  rugged  Van  Mountaiiis  to  the  nortli,  covering 
a rou^  hilly  table-land  intersected  by  two  very  narro'»7  valleys 
converging  tov^ards  an  apex  at  Pontneathvau^ano 


elevation. 

Ihe  district,  as  a yhole,  is  at  a great  elevation  above 
sea  level,  varying  from  263  feet  to  no  less  than  2,250  feet; 
it  will  be  realised  that  the  nearly  40,000  acres  contained  in 
the  area  includes  a considerable  amount  of  sparsely  inhabited 
mountain  land.  In  tho  Parish  of  Vaynor,  the  levels  extend 
from  645  feet  near  Gefn  Bridge  to  1,612  feet  at  Iwyn-y-Croes 
on  tlic  mountain  above  Cyan  dais,  Pondcryn  Pari^  presents  . 
levels  varying  frem  588  feet  at  Qynon  Bridge,  Hir\yaun,  to 
1,376  feet  at  the  top  of  Twyn,  Cadlnn,  while  the  parish  of 
Ystradfclltc  oonta.ins  sucdi  extreme  variations  of  level  as 
263  feet  at  the  Bridge  at  Pontncathvaughari,  and  2,250  feet 
near  the  top  of  Pan  Pavn?,  which  mountain  is  partly  in  the 
Paridi,

Water  Supply  Beard,  as  is  the  g-oator  part  of  Nic  Vayner 
Parish, 
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In  the  Parish  of  Penderyn, 

Hirvmun  is  supplied  by  tlie  mains  of  the  Aberdare  Urban 
District  Council,  At  Ponderyn,  the  viator  is  pumped  from 
the  Cadlan  and  Ogpt  Pawr  regions.  This  supply  is  chlorinated 
at  the  Cadlan  pump-house  by  means  of  a semi-automatic 
apparatus  installed  in  1944, 


During  the  year  1951,  an 

alternative  supply  frem  the  Llygad  Cynon  Borcliolo  was 
connected  up  to  the  existing  mains  at  Penderyn,  thus 
ensuring  a clean  and  viiolesomo  supply  of  water  during 
periods  of  drou^t* 


Pontnoo.thvau^aji,in  the 

Pa-rish  of  Ystradfellte,  is  supplied  by  the  mains  of  the 
Neath  Rurnl  District  Council,  Unfortuna.tcly,  however, 
the  upper  portion  of  the  pari^,  vhich  includes  the  smr.U 
hamlet  of  Ystradfellte,  a school  a,nd  some  45  scattered 
fams,  has  no  main  piped  Vi^ater  supply,  Noatth  RJD.C,  have 
boon  approached  on  several  occasions  for  a piped  supply 
from  their  ms-ins,  and, at  the  present  tine, a joint  scheme 
has  boon  fomiilated  for  a supply  of  water  to  bo  piped  to 
the  Ystradfellte  region,  and  the  majority  of  farms  vdiich 
care  near  the  existing  mains  of  the  Neath  RJ),C, 

It  is  essential  that  a piped 
supply  bo  brou^t  to  tliis  area,,  in  order  that  clean  water 
bo  available  on  fams  employed  in  the  production  of  milk, 
as  well  as  to  fam-housos  and  cottages. 

During  the  year  twenty  srmplos 
of  water  wore  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriologlc.al 
examination.  Upon  examination  those  samples  wore  shown  to 
be  chemically  and  bactorio  logic  ally  pure, 

DRAINAGE  AND  DISPOSivL 

WOjEaCS . Uic  Council  has  provided  efficient  drainage  and

systans  of  sewage  disposal  arc  operated  by  this  Council, 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION.  Rcfiiso  is 
coilGctcd-  in  "the  Coin  Coodj  Hiirwrtun,  T^cfcch.n.nj  Pcnc3cj?yn  nnci 
BDntnoathvriu^nn  districts  throe  tirics  a vrook;  tv;icc  weekly 
at  Pont  Stic  ill  ; and  once  a vrack  at  Ystradf  elite.

At  -the  present  tine  refuse  is  being  tipped  in  the  old '"quarry
